far east Japan is as eager as ever 
to further the cause of disarmament.” 

The ambassador's speech, the brief- 
est address by any great power rep- 
‘resentative, was received in lukewarm 
fashion in contrast with the ovation 
aceorded Dino Grandi, Italian foreign 
minister, who preseiited to the dele- 
‘gates a broad program for lessening 
the burden of war preparations. 

Signor Grandi, the “baby of the 
conference” by virtue of the fact that 
he is only 36 years old, advocated 
widening the London naval agreement 
by the inclusion of France and Italy 
and promised his country’s support 
toward that end. He stated Italy's 
willingness to abolish capital. ships, 
submarines and bombing planes, and 
demanded that the former allies dis- 
arm in the same measure as Ger- 
many has been ferced to do.

A code message re- 
ceived from Japan in Shanghai said 
two army divisions, numbering 
about 20,000 men, had embarked for 
the front. 

Reserve troops were drained out 
of the Chapei sector by the Chinese 
to strengthen their lines at Woo-

The Japanese brought up field 
pieces and moved in bales of Amer- 
ican cotton to be used as barri- 
cades. 

Wooden beams and iron were 
carted into the Woosung area by 
the Chinese for use in strengthen- 
ing their defensive positions. They 
even requisitioned washboards with 
which to build shelter roofs and 
trench siding.

Men Held for Attack on 
“Imperialistic War.”

TOKYO, Feb. 10.—(4)—The first 
public demonstration. of any moment 
| against Japan's course in Shanghai 
‘and Manchuria took place today ‘at 
the Imperial University. 

Twenty-five students were arrested 
for participating in a protest meeting 
at’ which handbills, urging “the” people 
to “stop this imperialistic war,’* were 
distributed. : 

Eight hundred students, assembled 
|in front of the main lecture hall of 
the university, heard speeches by four 
|of their cclleagues and then attempted 
'to parade through the streets in the 
vicinity, earrying’ red banners. The 
police dispersed them and arrested the 
leaders, 

Handbills were circulated in the uni- 
versity throughout the forenoon, and 


posters were pasted on university 
buildings. The posters read: “Down 
With the Students’ Patriotic Associa- 
tion!” and “Down With Empire 
Day !” 

Tomorrow is “Kigensetsu,” the na- 
tional holiday which. celebrates the 
supposed :.nniversary of the founding 
of the empire in 660 B. C., by Jimmu 
Tenno, a decendant of the Sun ‘tod- 


ess. 

While the police pressed ahead with 
their investigation to determine exact- 
ly what was behind the assassination 
Tuesday of Junnosuke | Inouye, leader 
of the opposition party, it was learned 
that Kijuro Shidehara, former foreign 
minister aid the sole survivor of 
Japan’s famous triunvirate of liberal 
statesmen, was seriously ill.

Troops and Guns in Riv- 
er Fort Sector for Last 
Bitter Struggle for Con- 
trol of Disputed Region.

Nipponese Hope To Blast 
Stubborn Foes From

SHANGHAI, Feb. 11.—(Thurs- 
day.)—The greatest concentration of 
guns, manpower and ammunition of 
the entire Shanghai-Woosung engage- 
ment was in progress this morning 
as the Japanese and the Chinese got 


ready to fight it out to the finish. 

The troops were massed about the 
Woosung forts, where the Chinese 
have stood up for a week under almost 
——o bombardment and aerial at- 
tack. 

The concentration movement was 
carried out under the cover of dark- 
ness last night and early this morn- 
ing. Passengers aboard steamships 
from Japan that docked at Shanghai 
late Wednesday said pe had passed 
a dozen Japanese troopships. Neutral 
sources here received a code mestner 
from Japan saying that two army di- 
visions, about 20, men, had em: 
barked for the front. 

enches Drained. 

The Chinese got ready for the big 
push. by draisiing their reserve troops 
from trencl: lines to the rear of their 
positions in Chapei. 

In the sector about the north sta- 
tion only ‘two lines of trenches re- 
mained manned. Hitherto three or

Japanese field pieces, unloaded from 
ships in the eanspae were picked 
up from. the Shanghai docks by mo- 
tor trucks that rumbled away to the 
north..

Japanese trucks rushed bales of 
American cotton into the Woosung 
sector for use in protecting strong 
ints from Chinese machine gun bul- 
ets and artillery shells. These bales, 
ideal for the purpose, were picked up 
at Japanese-owned cotton mills along 
the edge of the Whangpoo—mills 
which have been closed since the out- 
break of the Shanghai trouble, throw- 
ing ae than 40,000 Chinese out of 
work, 


Washboard Barriers. 
The Chinese had to content them- 
selves with less serviceable materials 
of war. They carted great quantities 
of wooden beams and iron into the 
Woosung area and even requisitioned 
washboards with which to build shgl- 
ter roofs and to buttress the sides 
of their trenches, Chinese troops went 
through villages on the outskirts of 
Shanghai, where usually most of this 
city’s washing is done, and helped 
themselves. 
While the Chinese were massing 
every available military unit in the 
Woosung sector word came from 
Canton that extensive preparations 
were going on to back up the 19th 
route army, which has borne the 
brunt of the fighting thus far. 
These Canton advices said guns and 
ammunition had been shipped and 
that General Chen Chi-tang, com- 
mander in chief of the first army, 
had promised additional financial sup- 
port for Generals Tsai Ting-kai and 
Chiang Kwang-nai, the defenders of 
Shanghai, to whom he already ‘as 
sent $125,000 in gold. 
Chinese declared that the valor dis- 
layed by the 10th army in holding 
its ground despite Japanese attacks 
from land, sea and air had stirred 
patriotism throughout the country, 
and that the defenders might count 
on éontinued reinforcements and mu- 
nitions. 
The guns at Chapei and at Woo- 
sung were quieted during the troop 
movement last night and this morn- 
ing. Only an occasional machine gun 
burst indicated opposing armies were 
in the field. 
Observers said the purpose of the 
Japanése apparently was to clear 
away the last trace of resistance at

Of these the testimony of Tarpley 
perhaps was the most damaging. He 
asserted that on investigating the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the accident 
he found a bottle in Poole’s car and 
expressed his belief that the bottle 
contained liquor: 

The defense sought strenuously to 
keep this statement from going into 
the record and on cross-examination 
vigorously attacked Tarpley’s admis- 
sion that he failed to notify the podice 
of his find and concealed the liquor 
in some loose dirt on the side of the 
road near where Poole’s car was 
stapfling after the crash.

corroboration of evidence earlier sub- 
mitted to the jury and in an effort 
to prove the state’s contention that 
Poole was drunk at the time of the 
scrash and Gaines, if not actually 
drunk, was “under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquor.” 

Arrived Soon After Crash, 

The bus driver, whose home is in 
Atlanta, was considered the most im- 
portant witness offered thus far by 
the prosecution.

The chief of Poole’s counsel asked 
him if he did not think the odor he 
smelled at the car could have been 
alcohol used by Poole in the radiator, 
as the day had been cold when the 
two policemen left Atlanta.

In laying its plans for the Atlanta 
policeman’s defense, his attorneys had 
said they hoped Fy able to prove 
that Rivers’ car ‘side-swiped Webb's 
car just’ a few second previous to 
the more serious crash.

road and struck his smaller car, caus- 
ing it to overturn, the contention of 
the state being that the Rivers car 
was knocked by Poole’s car from its 
right side over -to the left where 
Webb was moving at such a slow 
pace that his car was struck before 
he had driven out of range of the 
Rivers car. 

However, on cross-examination by 
E. D. Wilcox, of the defense staff, 
Webb testified that he did not hear 


‘the crash between. Poole’s car and 


that of Rivers and that he did not 
even see Poole’s car at the scene of 
the accident until he had gotten out 
of his own car, as it lay overturned 
on the side of the highway, and that 
he did not see the Lincoln car Poole

Says Lincoln Was Swerving. | 

He said that he first saw the Lin- 
coln driven by Poole after the Hahira 
party had reached Adel and was pre- 
paring to circle the city’s main square 
before turning homeward.

“After passing it, what did your 
party do?”

The meeting to be held in Macon 
will assemble not only the post com- 
manders and adjutants, but also em- 
ployment officers and Americanism 
committee chairmen. It will be called 
to order at 11 o'clock (e. s. t.) at the 
Hotel Dempsey. 

Decision to call the Macon meeting 
was arrived at Wednesday night when 
the state unemployment committee met 
at the Ansley hotel. Commander Quim- 
by Melton, of Griffin, presided. Tram- 
mell Scott and the executive commit- 
tee of the Atlanta post were present. 

The national plan of the American 
Legion is to put 1,000,000 men back 
to work during a 30-day campaign to 
open Monday morning. The Ameri- 


pression and all of the 11,000 posts 
in the nation will enlist in the war. 
Henry Stevens, national commander, 
is chairman of the national employ- 
‘ment commission of the Legion, which 
is com d of 20 leaders’ in the com- 
mercial world. Among others on the 
committee are General W. W. Attfer- 
bury, Kermit Roosevelt, Marshall 
Field III, Edward Sullivan, a 
L. Berry, Melvin Eaton and Lee H. 
Bristol.

to the senate’s elections subcommittee 
on the Heflin-Bankhead contest by its 

chairman, Senator Hastings, repub- 
lican, of Delaware. 


Hastings stressed some of the 
charges, made light of others, and of- 
fered ne comment on the majority. 

The report was a summary of the 
testimony recently taken in Alabama 
by a commissioner for the committee 
in reggrd to the contest brought about 
in the election of Senator Bankhead, 
democrat, of Alabama, by former Nen- 
ator Heflin. 

The committee has been studying 
the case for nearly a year, and last 
December, after a recount of the votes, 
Hastings reported to the committee 
that the election laws were not fully 
complied with in a single voting place. 
He also cited conditions indicating the 
possibility of fraud. 

Hastings’ report today said the tes- 
timony “shows if was not only per- 
missible but it was the practice fo pay 
the poll tax for other persons.” He 
called attention to Alabama law mak- 
ing anyone doing that guilty of brib- 
ery. 

On the other hand, Hastings re- 
viewed the testimony of 14 witnesses 
to the purchase of votes or the offer 
to purchase votes but said “I do not 
think the testimony offered upon this 
point is sufficiently satisfactory to 
make it appear that the purchase of 
votes was carried on to such an ex- 
tent as to seriously affect the elec- 
tion.” 

Hastings also said he was not great- 
ly impressed with “charges of efforts 
by ¢orporatians to influence their em- 
ployes to vote for Bankhead.” 


He reported, however, that there 
Was. apparently no dispute on Pénk- 
head's behalf that people were allewed 
te vote without going to the polls. He 
cited as “important” testimony that 
there were 530 more names on the list 


than had paid the poll tax. 

The report was submitted to counsel 
for Heflin, and Bankhead and will 
later be used by the committee as the 
basis for a decision on future pro- 
eedure in tae cane,

THE RECONSTRUCTION FUNDS. 


The first-come, first-served poli- 


cy announced by the new Federal 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
makes it imperative that the re- 
ceivers of closed Georgia banks lose 
to time in filing applications ‘for 
loans with which to liquidate their 
frozen assets. 

Senator George, in an interview 
urging immediate action by the re- 
célvers, points out that the law cre- 
ating the corporation does not re- 
quire that the $200,000,000 already 
put to its credit should be allo- 
cated to the various sections of the 
country. 

This means that it would be pos- 
sible for the receivers of closed 
banks in a single district to secure 
the entire sum so far appropriated. 
While this is, of course, not prob- 
able, it is certain that those states 
which have suffered much more se- 
verely from bank failures than has 
Georgia will quickly exhaust the 
$200,000,000 fund, thus making it 
necessary for this section to await 
the next appropriation if our ap- 
plications are delayed. 

Georgia has suffered probably 
less than any state in the Union 
as the result of the loss of money 
by depositors through the closing 
of banks—a situation that is both 
the result of, and a contributor to, 
our fallure to suffer from the de- 
pression to the same degree as have 
other states. 

It is expected that man? of the 
closed banks will be able to reopen 
their doors with the liquification of 
their frozen assets by the govern- 
ment. Thus which 
are now entirely without banking 
facilities will be relieved of the in- 
convenience to which they have 
been put, and their merchants will 
again have 
upon which they can call for assist- 
ance when it is necessary to re- 
plenish stocks or to extend credit 
to customérs.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—()— 
Tammany Hall, which traditionally 
goes into political battles with a 
united front, is at present split three 
ways as the democratic national con-

New York state will cast 94 votes 
when the balloting for a presidential 
nominee begins in Chicago, and 48 of 
these delegates will be from New York 
city.

Alfred E. Smith, Tammany’s “‘hap- 
y warrior,” has his following, too, 
ut it is not an organized bloc. So 
far not a Tammany chieftain has pub- 


licly commented upon the 1928 stand- 
ard-bearer’s announcement he would 
run again if nominated. 

Smith three years ago opposed Cur- 
ry’s election as successor to Judge 

eorge W. Olvany, Tammany leader. 

The third bloc is the one which 
swears allegiance to Mayor James J. 
Walker. 

The mayor looms large on the Tam- 
many horizon. He heads an army of 
130,000 city employes and controls ex- 
tensive Tammany patronage.

Roosevelt Chances Improved J 


Despite Belief of Hostiles 


That Smith Has Stopped Him 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Un- 
daunted by the announcement of for- 
mer Governor Alfred E, Smith that 
he is a receptive candidate for the 
‘democratic presidential nomination 
again this year, friends and support- 
ers of Governor Franklin D. Roose- 


velt are now more than ever deter- 
mined to carry the fight for delegates 
to every state in the Union. 

None of his supporters think that 
Roosevelt has been. “stopepd,” as cer- 
tain hostile elements and interpretive 
co ndents pretend to believe. In- 
fluential leaders of the démocratic par- 
ty here who are friendly to his candi- 
dacy assert with some authority that, 
measured in the light of the sitration 
as it has developed since Smith pro- 
jected himself into the national pic- 
ture, Governpr Roosevelt’s chances 
have actually been improved. 


It is three days since the Smith 
statement was issued and it is now 
possible to measure more accurately 
the full reaction to his passive candi- 
dacy. Its most obvious effect has 
been to spur Roosevelt fortes on to 
more determined efforts. Also it is 
not: to be passed over withont signifi- 
cant reference that the Smith decla- 
ration thus far has failed to bring 
about an announced change in the 
stand of a single Roosevelt leader. 
Aggressive Enthu m for Roosevelt. 

As a result of the threatened Smith 
opposition the Roosevelt forces have 
taken on an aggressive enthusiasm, 
which was untouched by the editorial 
comment to the effect that Governor 
Smith in casting his shadow across 
the path of an old and trusted friend 
was embarking on a “rule or ruin” 
policy—a program which, if pursued 
to the end, would invite a repetition 
of the disastrous conflict that marked 
the deliberations of the democratic na- 
tional convention at Madison Square 
Garden eight years ago. 


(Taken alone and divorced of sub- 
sequent developments, the Smith 
statement of Monday morning was 
sufficient to give rise to dire fore- 

ing on the part of responsible lead- 
ers of the party who want to see the 
convention act with a harmony which 
will have a logical complement to the 
most brilliant democratic prospects the 
party has witnessed in years. 

In the first place, it had ‘all the 
earmarks of inviting the worst sort 
of a presidential pre-convention con- 
test—a contest between the two fore- 
most: leaders of the party which might 
arouse a bitterness made possible by 
the clashing ambitions of two former 
friends. Such a_ conflict between 
Roosevelt and Smith would be certain 
to engender greater personal animus 
than one, for example; between Smith 
or Roosevelt and any other candidate 
who has been seriously mentioned. 


Roosevelt Leaders Unperturbed. 


Second, the announcement of Gov- 
ernor Smith’s receptive mood tended 
to and continues, for that matter, to 
give impetus to the movement on the 
part of other candidates to gather 
enough delegates over a widely scatter- 
ed front to stop’ Roosevelt on the first 
ballot. Each is laboring under the 
quadrennial —— that the convention 
can be deadlocked and lightening will 
strike their presidential standards. 

Roosevelt leaders; refusing to be dis- 
turbed by the storm of political specu- 
lation that followed in the wake of 
the Monday morning statement, have 
never gone so far as to admit their 
candidate was in danger, even with 
Smith out in the open in a-°deter- 
mined drive to deprive him of his 
nomination. They simply renewed 
their efforts and started immediate 
preparations for a more determined 
fight. 

Digesting, the events that have fol- 
lowed, however, they are now con- 
vinced that the situation has been 
changed little and none to their detri- 
ment. To sum uf their attitude, it 
is only necessary to say that friendly 
wagers are still being made in Wash- 
ington that Smith will be out in the 
open with an indorsement of Roose- 
vent for the nomination before the 
convention meets in June. 

There are several reasons for hold- 
ing this view. First, and foremost, 
Alfred E. Smith, with his practical 
knowledge of the workings of poli-: 
tics, now knows as well as anyone 
that he has not even an outside chance 
of being renominated. Granted that 
he should succeed in blocking Roose- 
velt it is conceded on all sides that 
he would be the last one to whom the 
convention would turn. He was made, 
to realize this thoroughly by the 
marked reaction-to his announcement. 
The reasons for this make another 
story. 

Over and above this, is the fact that 
Smith and Roosevelt are yet to come 
to a parting of the ways in their per- 
sonal relations. Smith may be re 
sponding to a human quality in re- 
senting the success of Governor Roose- 
velt’s Rieuda in thrusting him forward 
as the leading contender for the nomi- 
nation this year when he may feel that 
he is entitled to another chance under 
better conditions. But this conflict in 
personal ambitions has not yet reached 
the point where they are open enemies. 


Smith’s Meeting With Roosevelt. 


The fact that the former Empire 
State executive called on Roosevelt in 
New York the day the statement was 
released and spent some 45 minutes 
in conversation with him is looked 
upon here as highly significant. Be- 
fore the statement was printed Smith 
called the governor on the telephone 
at Albany to tell him of its contents. 

In the light of these known events, 
it is hard to predict a political battle 
between two personages when at the 
very outset of reported hostilities they 
are sitting down together as friends. 
Neither one has yet made an unkind 
remark about the other in print. 

The modification of his statement 
in interviews that followed its publi- 
cation on the same day stands out as 
another important factor in the mud- 


dled situation. With an emphasis that |. 


belied some of the evil things about 
democratic harmony which hopeful re- 
publicans were predicting, Governor 
Smith declared that he did not intend 
to make an organized effort to land 
the nomination and vigorously insisted 
that he was not out to defeat any 
candidate.

ROOSEVELT GAINS 
IN NEW HAMPSHIRE 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Feb. 10.— 
(P)—Roosevelt-pledged candidates for 
delegates to the democratic national 
convention prepared themselves for 
battle and sacrifice at a harmony 
meeting today. 

Under the guiding hand of Robert 
Jackson, democratic national commit~ 
teeman and -supporter of Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, of New York, 
the candidates . map out an ar- 
rangement whereby they hope to wage 
a victorious fight against a slate of 
candidates pledged to Alfred E. Smith 
at the state primary, March 8. 


Bighteen candidates met with Jack- 
son and decided that six of their 
number must sacrifice their ambitions 
in behalf of unity and harmony in 
the Roosevelt ranks. The state can 
send only 12 voting delegates to the 
convention, and th 18° candidates 
now in the 
intra-party contests would provide an 
opportunity for victory for the Smith 
delegates. 

Jackson -told the assemblage that 
the New Hampshire primary, the first 
in the country, would have an impor- 
tant bearing on the activities at the 
national convention at Chicago. As 
things now stand, he said, he was 
sure Roosevelt would be nominated 
early in the convention, and asked 
the delegates to aid in making this 
more possible. New Hampshire gave 
Smith strong support at the last na- 
tional election. 

The candidates agreed, Jackson 
said, to submerge themselves and ar- 
ranged a plan whereby six of their 
number would withdraw from the 
contests next week and enter a slate 
of only 12 candidates February 18, 
the day on which the time for filing 
expires. P 

Sponsors of the Smith boom in New 
Hampshire are preparing a_ slate 
which they hope will defeat sup - 
ers of the governor of New York. 
Thus far only four Smith-pledged can- 
didates have filed their papers, but it 
is known that five more are ready to 
proclaim their candidacy.

U.S. Warned Against 
Withdrawal From Insu- 
lar Possession. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(?)— 
Solemn warning was given today by 
Secretary Hurley, of the war depart- 
ment, that immediate withdrawal of 
the ‘United States’ from the Philip- 
pines would bring about economic dis- 
aster and invite revolution and an- 
archy in the islands. 7 ; 

He told the house insular commit- 
tee “the political chaos in the Orient 
today is such that in my opinion this 
is no time to deal with Philippine 
independence.” ; 

Publicly revealing for the first time 
the result of his personal investiga- 
tion last summer,in the Philippines, 
the war secretary charged Filipino po- 
litical leaders with suppression of the 
right of free speech and creating & 
condition which prevents open discus- 
sion of the independence issue under 
penalty of ostracism. 

Secretary Hurley directed harsh 
criticism toward the Hare independ- 
ence bill, calling it “destructive and in 
no way a courageous measure for deal- 
ing with the Philippine problem.” 

Beginning his testimony by sum- 
marizing his “fundamental conclu- 
sions,” Secretary Hurley made the 
following statements : 

The present legislation directed to- 
ward Philippine independence would 
serve the interests of neither the Fili- 
pinos nor the American people. 

Until Filipinos shall have made far 
greater progress toward economic in- 
dependence, political. freedom would 
defeat its own purpose an invite revo- 
lution and anarchy. 

The political and social institutions 
of the Filipino people are not yet de- 
veloped to a point where the stability 
of an independent government would 
be reasonably assured. 

The most essential steps toward 
economic ‘independence dre the estab- 
lishment of stable trade relations and 
greater diversification of Philippine 
agriculture and industry.

Veteran Coach, in Inves- 
tigation, Finds Reports 
Exaggerated.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Feb. 10.—() 
Fielding H. Yost, athletic director at 
the University of Michigan, who has 
just completed an investigation, into 
each of the 48 deaths charged against 
football last fall, disclosed today that 
only 22 of the fatalities actually re- 
sulted from playing the game. 

He has presented a report of his 
findings to E. K. Hall, chairman of 
the football rules committee, which 
will open its annual meeting at Han- 
over, N. H., Friday. 

Yost said he learned that one boy 
reported to have died from football 
injuries is alive and enjoying g 
health. Another who was reported 
dead was found never to have existed. 
Of the 21 repofted deaths which Yost 
refuses to charge against football, two 
were caused by pneumonia, one by in- 
fantile paralysis, one by kidney dis- 
ease, six by infections, one by appen- 
dicitis, one by typhoid fever, and one 
by heart disease. 

OTHERS CHECKED. 

One boy was injured fatally when 
wrestling and another was struck by 
a truck. One small boy kicked at 
a soccer ball, missed and fell on his 
back while playing in the street. Three 
boys who did not play football died 
from unknown causes. 

“It is proper,” Yost’s report says. 
“that football should be cleared of 
responsibility for the deaths improp- 
erly charged against it.

aways of the mile and a half chute 
under two minutes, to maké up the 
4.28 seconds he spotted Capadrutt yes- 
earay and beat the Swiss youngster 
for the title by 1.54 seconds. 
ere seemed little chance to de- 
feat Capadrutt unless an accident 
stopped the mad surge of the young 
Swiss sophomore from the University 
of Zurich, when the 12 drivers of 
eight nations took their sleds and 
brakemen to the top of the lofty moun- 
tain just after dawn to add the final 
two heats today to the two raced yes- 


terday. 
HOPE DIES. 

And- when Reto, second down the 
slide today, found the track blazing 
fast where yesterday Stevens, lead- 
ing off, ploughed out the snow for 
the rest of the field, what little hope 
there had been died. Down came the 
Swiss, his white, rope-steered sled 
listening in the bright winter light, 
ammering through the curves, tak- 
ing impossible chances, riding high 
and wide and furious, to zoom across 
the finish line in 2 minutes 3.52 sec- 
onds, breaking the record Stevens set 
at 2:04.27 late yesterday,

man, one of the four brothers who

and prohibiting the equipment of war 
vessels wjth airplane landing decks. 

Foreign Minister Grandi’s speech 
interested the delegates because he at- 
tacked the French thesis that secur- 
ity must precede disarmament and 
because he presented a concrete pro- 
gram for definite arms reduction. 

Declaring that “without disarma- 
ment there can be no security,” he 
implied that the French thesis was 
“a sophistry of disarmament.” 

The Italian foreign minister point- 
ed out.that in 1925. the world spent 
$3,497,000,000 ‘in armaments; in 
1930, $4,128,000,000. As he spoke 
Andre Tardieu, French war minister 
and head of the Paris delegation, 
carefully studied a transcript of the 
Grandi address. 

The American experts today start- 
ed analyzing the French proposal ‘for 
the creation of an international po- 
lice foree, under the League of Na- 
tions, by proportional contributions 
of men, ships and guns, 

The experts figured out possible 
zones of action, organization, and 
such details in order to be prepared 
when the plan comes up for discus- 
sion. This study did not indicate 
in the slightest a change from the 
present American objection to the 
French plan. It was solely prepara- 
tory work. 

Numerous additional petitions for 
peace and disarmament were delivered 
to Arthur Henderson, president of the 
council, One from the Baptist World 
Alliance represented 40,000,000 per- 
sons of 68 nations, including the 
United States.

ships- and airplane bombers, would 
break the Chinese morale and finish 
the job assigned to them in short 
order, 

Although the Shanghai Internation- 
al Settlement was convinced that the 
next big action -would come at Woo- 
sung, there was considerablé appre- 
hension, and new sandbag barricades 
and barbed wire entanglements were 
erected by -United States marines, 
members of the 31st United States 
infantry and other foreign troops. 

The curfew law was amended to

p. m. Hitherto they have been 
allowed abroad until 10 p. m. 

All day Wednesday wounded pour- 
ed in from the ‘battle area to the 
Chinese Red Cross hospitals in Shang- 
hai, where more than 1,000 persons, 
half of them civilians, were suffer- 
ing from war wounds. Staff doctors 
were worn out from incessant work, 

Many of the wounded were brought 
in from a field dressing station at 
Chenju, a village on the outskirts of 
Shanghai. Most of them were band- 
aged with blood-soaked rags. 


This correspondent made a trip 
from the Chenju station to the Chi- 
nese general hospital in Shanghai 
with a load of wounded. They suf- 
fered great pain as the vehicle bump- 
ed over the rough road through the 
Chinese lines, but they bore it in 
silence. 

Inthe hospital itself the same cour- 
age was evident. A young officer 
talked cheerily with his doctors about 
the fighting in Chapei as they picked 
shrapnel out of his arm. 

Among the wounded were women 
and children who had been. permanent- 
ly maimed. One young woman had 
lost a foot. 

The French cruiser Waldeck-Rous- 
seau brought in a battalion of French 
colonial infantry from Haiphong, 
French Indo-China. This battalion 
will reinforce the French troops al- 
ready on duty within the French con- 
cession. 

Also aboard the cruiser was Pierre 
Pasquier, governor general of Indo- 
China, who, it was understood, was 
dispatched by the French government 
to investigate the Shanghai situation. 

The Japanese command announced 
that vigorous protests would be filed 
with the Chinese authorities for the 
killing of the captain of a Japanese 
merchant vessel by Chinese soldiers. 
The captain was fired upon last Tues- 
day, the Japanese said, after he had 
left his vessel, anchored in_ the 
Whangpoo, in a steam launch.
